NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, 6th May, 1992 

GSR 480.—In exercise of the decision recorded 
in paragraph 5 of lire Evolution of the Govern¬ 
ment of India in the Ministry of Environment & 
Forests, published vide GSR 85(E) dated 20-2-91 


in the Gazette of India Extraordinary Part II, 
Section 3, Sub-Section (i). The Central Govern¬ 
ment hereby notifices the following Criteria for 
labelling Plastic products as Environment Friendly : 

1. General Requirements : 

(i) All products of plastics shall meet rele¬ 
vant standards of bureau of Indian Stand¬ 
ards pertaining to quality, safety and per¬ 
formance. 

(ii) The product manufacturer must produce 
the consent clearance, as per the provi¬ 
sions of Water (Prevention & Control of 
Pollution) Act, 1974 and Air (Prevention 
& Control of Pollution) Ac‘, 1981 along- 
with the authorisation if required under 
Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 and 
the rules made thereunder to Bureau of 
Indian Standards while applying for the 
FCOMARK. The manufacturers of Plas¬ 
tic wares shall produce documentary evi¬ 
dence with respect to the compliance of 
regulation under Prevenrion of Food Adu- 
Itration Act, 1954, and Drugs and Cos¬ 
metic Act, (1940) and rules made there¬ 
under, whereas necessary. 

(iii) The product must display a list of critical 
ingredients in descending order of quantity 
present expressed as percent of the total. 
The list of such ingredients shall be 
identified 1 by Bureau of Indian Stand¬ 
ards. 

(iv) The product packaging shall display in 
brief the criteria based on which the pro¬ 
duct has been labelled environment fri¬ 
endly. 

(v) The material used for product packaging 
shall be recyclable or biodegradable and 
the parameters evolved for packaging shall 
ing shall also apply; 

2. PRODUCT SPECIFIC REQUIREMENTS : 

2.1 Food, Pharmaceutical and drinking water grade 
plastic products. 

(i) For Che manufacture of these items one 
or more ofthe virgin material covered in 
following Indian Standards shall be used: 

1. IS 10142: 1982 

2. IS 10146: 1982 

3. IS 10151: 1982 

4. IS 10910: 1984 

5. IS 11434: 1985 

6 . IS 11704: 1986. 

7. IS 12247: 1988 

8. IS 12252: 1987 

(ii) The product shall not be manufactured 
from or contain any carcinogenic ingredi¬ 
ents. 
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Note : (l) Ihe Central Drug Research lnstt. and 

Industrial 1 oxicoiogical Research Centre 
would furnish a list of Carcinogenic ingre¬ 
dients and would also keep BIS informed 
about the changes therein ; 

(ii) Ecomark awarded for the Plastic products 
shall be only for the container only and 
not for the contents. Clarification in this 
effect should be enforced by Bureau of 
Indian Standards while awarding the ECO¬ 
MARK 

(iii) A few suggested recycled plastic products 
are listed below : 

1. Trash bags. 

2. Trash Cans. 

3. Trays. 

4. Desk accessories. 

5. Mats. 

6. Urinal Screens. 

7. Distribution boxes.

3. Bureau of Indian Standards shall formulatel 
incorporate optional standards for Environment Fri¬ 
endly carcionogenic. 

4. Filing of objections • Any person interested in 
filing of objections against these criteria for labelling 
plastic products as Environment Friendly may do 
so in writing to Deputy Secretary, Ministry of En¬ 
vironment and Forests, Paryavaran Bhawan, CGO 
Complex, Lodi Road, New Delhi-110 003 within 
60 days from the date of publication of this notifi¬ 
cation in Official Gazette.
